A new rents bill has been passed 


In Frauce and although the French

the beginning, Mr. Ashbee has a 
style: not a glaring style, nor a glit- 
tefing style like Mr. Beer’s, but a 
quiet way of setting down bis words 
and his thoughts. He is, in fact, almost 
a master essayist. Best of all, he has 
no pretenses. His book is supposed 
to be merely a running chronicle of 
events as they happened, during his 
administration as civic advisor of the 
city of Jerusalem. Actually, Mr. Ash- 
bee could’ have written of Madras in- 
stead of the Mount of Olives, of Mo- 
lere, or,“ as the Dormouse pleasantly 
observed, of “muchness” without a 
shred of difference. The style is the 
thing, and Mr. Ashbee has it. 

He knows his, country, his people, 
his economic sifuaton, his Arabs, nig 
Zionists; but, farther and further- 
more than all this, he has the rare 
facility of turning this knowledge into 
words, phrases, sentences. The aver- 
| age book of this kind is dry beyond 
all believing; Mr. Ashbee’s never is. 

Neither Jerusalem nor Palestine 
holds him: he is off in an instant to 
ancient Greece, to Persia, to Macedon. 
His every remark is a new delight. He 
will not please political propagandists 
or supporters of a “cause.” He sees 


are “the generalized experience of too well, too widely, too truly for 


that. But whatever he sées or says, 
there is no escaping from the fascina- 
tion of his work. It is a pleasant book. 
an amusing book, a most brilliant 
book. It establishes Mr. Ashbee among 
the best essayists of the time, though 
he ‘probably will not recognize the 
classification himgelf.

With the Chicago Civic Opera

Chicago, Dec. 
Chicago Civic Opera Company 
— 2 Février’s “Monna Van- 
for the first time this sea- 
son — Dec. 11. The title réle of the 
work, which in previous seasons al- 
ways has been the property of Miss 
Mary Garden, was sung on this occa- 
sion by Claudia Muzio. While this 
artist sang Février’s music with con- 
siderably more vocal charm than her 
predecessor had been able to . 
complish, it cannot be said that as 
characterization her Vanna was a 
striking as Miss Garden's. Fernand 
Ansseau sang the music of Prinzivalie 
with considerable beauty of tote, but 
his conception of the role lacked the 
heroic and noble qualities which had 
been given to Prinzivalle by Mr. Mura- 
tore. The remainder of the cast was 
that which had sung the opera in 
previous seasons. Mr. Polacco, who 
conducted, gave a delectable presenta- 
tion of the score. 

Mme. Galli-Curci made another ap- 
pearance the following evening (Dec. 
12), as Violetta in “La Traviata.” 
She sang Verdi’s tuneful measures 
with her customary skill and made 
an appealing figure of the hapless 
lover of Alfredo. Mr. Schipa had been 
elected to interpret the latter charac- 
ter and did well with it. 

“Otello” was given Dec. 13 with Miss 
Raisa in the part of Desdemona and 
with Charles Marshall as the Moor. 
It is difficult to bring to one’s memory 
an occasion in which Miss Raisa has 
sung with so much subtlety and so 
much delicacy of vocal art. Vocalism 
such as hers in Verdi's eloquent cre- 
ation is worth more than a perfunc- 
tory word of praise. Mr. Marshall 
made his reputation in Otello“ and, 
it would seem, he is still able to sus- 
tain it in his part. Giacomo Rimini 
was lago and, so far as characteriza- 
tion was concerned, an effective one; 
but the singer’s inability to steady his 
tone detracted greatly from the worth 
of his artistic striving. 

At the matinee on Saturday (Dec. 
15) a triple bill was presented: Theo- 
dore Stearns’ short opera, “Snow Bird.” 
Paer’s “Maestro di Cappella,” and 
“Cavalleria Rusticana.” Mr. Stearns’ 
composition was fully reviewed in 
these columns when it was presented 
for the first time last season. “Snow 
Bird” has engaging qualities and they 
ure most engaging when the composer 


refrains from stifling a natural feeling: 


for melodic inspiration with the short 
phrases and twisted harmony that 
pass for modern expression in art, 
Miss Maxwell sang prettily as the 
heroine and Mr. Lamont made the part 
of the Hermit appealing to the ear. 
This opera, as well as Paer's work 
that followed it, was conducted by 
isaac Van Grove, who 
marked gifts for operatic direction. 
Maestro di Cappella” is a short jeux 
d'esprit by a composer who was a con- 
temporary of Beethoven and whose 
music is almost as forgotten as he is. 
Mozartian in character, the little score 
gives plenty of opportunity to the 
singers, and they made effective use of 
it. Vittorio Trevisan was excellent 
as the old maestro Barnaba, and a 
vivacious characterization of the ser- 
vant, Gertrude, was presented by 
Mabel Sherwood, who is the wife of 
Mr. Van Grove. Lodovico Oliviero, as 
Benetto, completed the cast. The in- 
terpreters of “Cavalleria Rusticana” 
were Rosa Raisa, Giulio Crimi, Irene 
Pavioska and Anna Correnti. F. B. 


Fourth Mahler Symphony 
‘Performed at St. Louis 


ST. LOUIS, Mo.. Dec. 17 (Special 
Correspondence)—The sixth program 
of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, 
given Dec. 13 and 14, follows: 


Mahler . . Symphony No. 4 In G Major 
Wagner........Qverture to Tannhäuser“

The fourth symphony of Gustav 
Mahler, which was new to St. Louis, 
was received with surprising enthusi- 
“asm. Indeed, after the first move- 
ment, there was so much applause 
that Mr. Ganz, conductor of the or- 
chestra, addressed the audience, ex- 
pressing gratification that the work 
was being received with such genuine 
appreciation of its worth. He spoke 
at length of Mahler's sincerity and the 
spiritual meaning of the work. At 
the conclusion of the symphony, Mr. 
Ganz, Helen Traubel Carpenter, so- 
prano, and the men themselves were 
glven the tribute of extended applause, 
which conveyed also homage to the 
composer. 

Mr. Ganz conducted with penetra- 
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tion and the gift of revelation. The 
orchestra has never played better. 
Helen Traubel Carpenter sang the 
finale of the symphony with a lovely 
quality. It was, however, later in the 
evening, in the Tannhäuser“ aria, 
that she rose to superb dramatic 
heights. She is a St. Louisan, and Mr. 
Ganz deserves praise for introducing 
her exceptional talents to the public. 
The overture to Tannhäuser“ was 
brilliantly played, as was TschaiKow 
sky’s “Capriccio Italien,” a virtuoso 
piece which rather reminds one of 
Casella's Italia.“ 


Carl Flesch Soloist With 
Philadelphia Orchestra 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 15 (Special 
Correspondence)—The week-end pro- 
gram of the Philadelphia Orchestra 
had Carl Flesch for soloist in the 
Beethoven violin concerto. The wholly 
suitable and ingratiating preface was 
of Mozart’s imperishable gentus-—the 
“Figaro” overture, with its iridescent 
levity and filigree delicacy, and then 
the G-minor Symphony, which no 
atrabilious modern censorship can de- 
prive of its warm place in the affec- 
tions of musical humanity. Dr. Sto- 
kowski gave a smooth and swift elas- 
ticity to his reading, but never per- 
mitted the rapid perpetuity of motion 
to dull the keen edge of his accents or 
blur the clear articulation, 

Carl Flesch, who last was heard 
with our orchest~a about 10 years ago, 
revealed his mastery of things more 
important than fingering and bowing, 
as he played the soul-revealing Beetho- 
ven concerto. Here is a sincere, true 
artist if ever there was one. In the 
first movement before the half-way 


orchestral proceedings were halted, 
while he glanced at the score on the 
leader’s desk. Then the playing was 
resumed with the least possible con- 
fusion and delay. The interpretation 
was scarcely marred by the incident, 
and the applause at the close of the 
movement was unusually hearty, as if 
to express the understanding sym- 
pathy of the audience. 

In the slow movement especially, 
Mr. Flesch revealed a tone so rich 
and pure and clear that it is almost 
without a rival. It was so translucent 
that it seemed to come as close to the 
absolute voice of the violin as it could 
come, There was not the cold in- 
human perfection of sheer mechanical 
accuracy; but there was ar outflow of 
sound deliberate, assured and nobly 


thoven’s melodic intention without any 
disturbing sense of the apparatus that 
produced the sound. 

In last place.came the Vorspiel and 
Liebestod from “Tristan and Isolde,“ 
given with abounding passion and 
fervor, and disclosing the power of

“Few, But Roses” 


It is a curiosity of literature that 
so late in the development of English 
poetry it should have been possible to 
bring harmonies so new, so invariably 
perfect, out of some of its most hack- 
neyed metres.

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EDITORIALS 


WHILE inspired reports from Washington deny the 
existence of any difference of opinion between President 
Coolidge and Secretary Hughes 
regarding Russia, there is a 
marked divergence of thought 
manifested in the expressions of 
the President, as set forth in his 
message to Congress, and the 
views of the Secretary of State, 
as expressed in his letter to

intelligence to be guided in this matter rather by these 


official utterances than by the whispered assurances of 
secretaries to each of these statesmen that in fact they 
are wholly at one. And, after all, the more important 
matter is not whether the President and the Secretary 
are wholly united on this proposition. What does mat- 
ter is whether the Administration will be best serving 
the interests of-the United States and most contributing 
to the welfare of the civilized world as a whole by reject- 
ing coldly all overtures made by the present Government 
of Russia. Secretary Hughes’ letter impresses one as 
such a rejection, and its tone leaves no doubt as to the 
justice of the adjective “cold’’ when applied to it. The 
President's s message, on the other hand, held out promise 
that, given certain concessions on the part of Russia, the 
United States Government would be willing to consider 
the resumption of diplomatic relations. 

What were these concessions? First, compensation 
was demanded for all losses sustained by American 
citizens during the revolution. Second, it was asserted 
that the public debt, contracted on behalf of the Russian 
Revolutionary Government by Kerensky, should be recog- 
nized by the Soviet successors to his regime. And third, 
it was insisted that “the active spirit of enmity to our 
institutions” on the part of Russians should be abated. 

To the first two of these demands the Russians re- 
sponded that they were prepared to enter into negotiations 
with a view to an ultimate settlement. No more than 
this could be asked of any government. Even debts so 
clearly due the United States as those incurred by France, 
Great Britain and Italy required discussion before ar- 
rangements for payment were made, and in the case of 
only one of these three nations has that discussion been 
held, and the arrangement completed. It would not seem 
that in asking for an opportunity to bargain, Russia is 
secking concessions any more material than those which 
every debtor to the United States has insisted upon. 

7 o the proposition that the active spirit of enmity 
to our institutions’ should be ended by Russia, Mr. 
Tchitcherin set up a counter plea that a “treaty should be 
hased on the principle of mutual nonintervention in 
internal affairs.“ That theory finds a place in practically 
every treaty, and it is a dogma alinost universally recog- 
nized in international relations. The United States used 
to interfere to a certain degree in the internal affairs of 
Turkey, but the new treaty, now pending in the Senate, 
by its acceptance of the withdrawal of the capitulations, 
removes all vestige of such interference. The State De- 
partment is favoring the treaty with Turkey, and it would 


seem in a poor position to contest the application of a like 


policy to Russia. 
The Secretary of State, however, extends the Presi- 


dent's reference to “the active spirit of enmity to our 
institutions” so as to make it seem to refer to the prote- 
cution of an active propaganda for the extension of Com- 
munism into other lands, notably into the United States. 
It would be a source of very great enlightenment to the 
people if the State Department would make public its 
information as to the extent of that propaganda. Terri- 
fying reports concerning it come constantly to every 
newspaper office, but evidences of the existence of the 
propaganda are exceedingly difficult to obtain. Certain 
United States senators and two Methodist bishops have 
expressed themselves warmly as in favor of Russian rec- 
ognition after protracted visits to that country. Are they 
to be dismissed as dangerous propagandists? If other 
‘form of propaganda than this is being pursued to any 
material extent, it would seem that the State Depart- 
ment, if possessed of exact knowledge on the subject, 
should make it public. 

It has long been the conviction of the Monitor that 
the menace of Communism in the world at large, so far 
as it may proceed from the nucleus furnished by the 
Russian Government, can best be combated by opening 
Russia to international recognition and international 
trade. The more the people of that country are brought 
into touch with the normal methods of trade and in- 
dustry in other lands, the greater their opportunities will 
be to witness how immeasurably more comfortable are 
the great masses of citizens under merely democratic 
forms of government, and the more certain they will be 
to overthrow the small minority which now holds them 
in subjection to a Communistic rule as autocratic as that 
of the government of the tsars. 


One of the most healthful signs in connection with 
the prohibition movement in the United States is the 
manner in which a number of 
student bodies of the universi- 
ties of the country are going on 
record in favor of unqualified 
enforcement of the law. A few 
months ago the Penn State Col- 
legian, a semiweekly periodical 
published by the students of the 
Pennsylvania State College during the college year, con- 
tained an editorial urging the strict observance of the 
prohibition law in connection with the fourth annual 
recurrence of alumni home-coming. Now the student 
council of this same university has adopted unanimously 
a resolution embodying an official student protest against 
all illegal traffic in alcoholic beverages, and heartily in- 
dorsing any action on the part of the college administra-

tion in punishing students committing such offenses in 
violation of the Eighteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the country. 

The Pennsylvania resolution is reniarkable, in that:

on their part. The ground for the resolution contains, 
among other statements, these words: “Whereas\ the 
only effective means of aiding in the enforcement of the 
amendment are by the total abstinence of all individuals, 
and by the active co-operation of all citizens in prevent- 
ing and reporting violations by others. This statement 
strikes at the very heart of all successful enforcement. 
It is useless to pass laws, as such, unless they have the 
weight of opinion. of the people behind them. And it is

The consciousness of having normal physical strength 
is a good thing for a man to possess, if he has work to do 
and a desire to perform it. Its value, however, both to 


himself and others, is measured by the use to which he 


puts it. If his time and his thoughts are devoted mainly 
to pleasing contemplation of his own prowess, if his 
capabilities are allowed to go unexercised, or are em- 
ployed only for -his own gratification without effort at 
service for others, if his attention is given to preserving 
and increasing his physical endowments to the neglect’ of 
his higher faculties, he beconfes of small value either to 
himself or his associates, and is not an admired spectacle 
as a man. On the other hand, if he uses his strength, in, 
subservience to his. Spiritual ‘nature, for the benefit of 
-others, he is building upon a sturdy foundation. 

Nations differ not one whit from individual men in 
these respects. History is filled with examples of peoples 
and empires that possessed wide territory, teeming popula- 
tions, vast herds of cattle, huge stores of corn, gold and 


, jewels, and wealth almost beyond computation in mul- * 


titudinous forms, yet were neither really prosperous nor 
happy, were of little value to mankind as a whole, and, 
after a brief period of vulgar pride and empty, ostenta- 
tious display, withered, decayed, and disappeared. 

There are not lacking those who believe that the 
United States is on the high road toward this fate. They 
are, not without signs to which to point in justification of 
their opinion. Frequent display of prideful figures like 
those furnished by Mr. Head, exulting contemplation of 
them, mingled with warnings that the United States must 
live for itself alone without sharing in responsibilities or 
obligations that fall to it as a member of the family of 
nations, are some of those signs: There is no doubt that 
the United States, rich and strong, is subject to the temp- 
tations of wealth and power. But it is well to remember 
that the Nation is very young yet and that its riches and 
strength have come to it in early youth, that like all young 
manhood its character is very susceptible to good as well 
as bad influences, and that there are abundant indications 
that, while tempted, the people as a whole have not yielded 
alarmingly or-beyond hope of reform. 

Never was there a nation that showed quicker or more 
generous impulses or a livelier readiness to give of its 
substance and its services for the benefit of others. “These 
are its natural characteristics that should be stimulated 
and encouraged and appealed to. Its heart is right. It 
rejoices in the finer and higher things of life, as well as 
in flocks, and herds, and corn, and stores of unmeasured 
gold. Let those w ho take a lofty pride in the country's 
higher character arid noble destiny use without flagging 
their powers of persuasion and leadership toward keeping 
vouthful America in the paths of its best tendencies. 
Then its wealth and power will not hurt it, but be an 
immeasurable blessing to itself and the world.

Volumes of advice have been, and will probably con- 
tifiue to- be, written about the use of words. One is told 
that he must increase his vocabulary; and on the other 
hand, he is advised to use no words that he can spare. 


Jack London, who gained as many as twenty new words 


a day, is held up as a shining example for the industrious. 
Someone else counsels the more modest resolve to adopt 
two new words each week. The development of. word- 


power keeps pace with the growth of individuality, says 


one; while another avers that the increased word hoard 
will reflect in one's speech and one's thought, as well. 
Still another, more analytical, asserts that each one has 
two vocabularies: one, latent, consisting of those words 


which are understood; the other, dynamic, consisting of 
the words which are readily. used. The vocabulary, then, 


must be expanded by turning the latent into the dynamic. 


The authorities all have excellent advice to offer; none 
better, perhaps, than the counsel to widen the vocabulary, 


“not that you may use many or large words, but that you 


may use few, and those few exact for the occasion.’ 


Intelligent reading and listening are cited as the 
logical and prolific sources from which to acquire new 
words, Seeking the exact meaning of these new verbal 
acquaintances through the dictionary habit, and then 
making them one’s own by active use, are the next nat- 
ural steps toward emancipation from word penury. The 
core of the problem, however, is the obvious truth that, 
since words are the symbols of ideas, clear thinking is 
at the heart of effective expression through the medium 
of language, just as it is: the foundation of all other 
modes ‘of success ful · expression. Exact thinking will 
pursue until it captures the only word that will express 
the idea, for the simple reason that such thinking cannot 
otherwise be satisfied. 

It is not easy to gain a wide command of language, 
since it is not easy to acquire the ability to think clearly. 
More difficulty, however, attends the neglect to cultivate 
these powers. It will be remembered that Sentimental 


Tommy once drew public scorn upon himself for w ant 


of a word. “It is so easy, too, to find the right word.“ 
asserted Mr. Gloag, one of the irate examiners.

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WHETHER the recent action of a deputation from the 
Borough Council of St. Pancras, in waiting upon the 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan Police in London, 
will result in any much greater measure of relief for the 
traffic.congestion in the neighborhood of the Britannia 
than is at present available, only the future can tell. The 
fact that such a step was taken, however, illustrates anew 
the need for a real traffic authority for all London over a 
wide area. It may be fecalled that the Government 
promised legislation to this end in the session which has 
just been cut short, and it would seem that the next Par- 


liament will find itself almost compelled to give serious 


attention to this problem.

In London, he lives in Blooms- 
bury, reviews books, and wears out most of his shoes in 
Charing Cross Road. In Dublin, where nearly every one is 
involved with the Red Branch Cycle, and where every one 
takes himself with passionate seriousness—which is to be ex- 
pected, of course, in the hub of the universe—the literary 
bachelor is either swallowed up in cliques or matrimony, Indeed. 
apart from an imaginary example of my own, who lives in 
Jamaica Road, Bermondsey, and Charles Lamb, who belongs 
to Mr. Lucas, I can remember but one bachelor who did credit 
to his family—to his pen, ink, paper and bookcase. 7 

He lived in various parts of a house hollow with echoes 
in the loudest part of Belfast. When you knocked at the 
door the noise echoed from floor to floor. In time, if you 
knocked loudly enough and waited sufficiently long, the 
dragon“ (so I used to call him when he was out of earshot ) 
would tramp down stairs to let you in. He would welcome 
you with warmth and with an abstracted twinkle’ in his eyes. 
But the turn of his features, particularly the ‘long nose, with 
its skyward tilt at the end, and the hoops of whimsicalness, 


which bowled constantly about his mouth and chin, made him 


so like a music hall turn that one never knew if one ought to 
thank him for his courtesy, or applaud him for his make-up. 

He lived, as I said, in various parts of the house, but in 
support of this I have only circumstantial evidence. There 
was a bicycle in a state of perpetual puncture in the unfurnished 
hall. Up the first flight of bare stairs, on the landing, were 
usually the remnants of his luncheon, or the beginnings of his 
tea. At the end of a cold passage, one saw an iron bedstead, 
and on the next landing a gas stove. There was no sign of 
furniture, until one got into his room at the top of the house, 
and then there was only hungry and thin linoleum, a can- 
tankerous table, and chairs which looked at one appealingly . - 
lest one should sit on them. A couple of tattered armchairs, | 
greasy with years of meditation, lounged by the fire, and all 
round the room were the only things that mattered: books, 
books, old and young, thin and ponderous, portentous and 
ephemeral, each volume decently swaddled in white paper. 
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I remember my first visit to that room and how I settled 
myself among the complaining springs of one of those arm- 
chairs. The “dragon” was looking frayed and philosophical. 
On his table were a pile of new novels, some typed manu- 
scripts, and the remains of a leg of mutton which, with skillful 
carving and no visitors, might have lasted another meal. I 
remember making this estimate as he talked; thrift and mutton 
have since been synonymous terms to me. 1 saw he had been 
darning a woolen sock before I came, and I began to wonder 
if I should apologize for my new overcoat. I tried to lose 
my gloves. 

It Was not until I forgot about myself and listened to his 
talk. and to the way his tongue rollicked among words and 
ideas, that I saw it was he who really furnished the room. His 
way of scraping the soot off the fireplace with a poker while 
he gossiped about bibliography and bargains, was a revelation. 
I never knew a poker could eke out one’s meaning with such 
deftness. I “think his life must have been like his conversation, 
enthusiastic and with sudden exits and entrances at first; lat- 
terly whimsical, critical, amused, with armchair tones and poker 
flourishes. ° 

He had cultivated or 4 into an agreeable and gentle 
monotone, and one consequently listened to his words rather 
than to his voice. To listen to him was to discover that beauty 
is simple and natural, requiring not the throbs of emphasis, 
but quiet in which to be heard. I thought all this as he made 
designs on the fireplace with his poker. His droll face was in 
shadow. The mountains are very beautiful now,” he said, 
but without looking to fhe rain-blurred windows. Then I saw 
that, always, his room was furnished with a vision of the 
Cave Hill, indigo and gray, with the light snow like lace upon 
it.
